Electric Bills and 


Discounts 


We are asking our electric customers in Elba 
to co-operate with us in the matter of paying bills 
within the time limit set by the Alabama Public 
Service Commission, On your electric bills you will 
find a gross bill and a net bill. Under the rules 
provided by the Publie Service Commission, eustom- 
ers are given up to and including ten days follow- 
ing the date of the bill to pay the net amount shown 
in the bill. 

On and after the 11th day following date of 
the bill the gross amount shown on the bill is due 
and will be collected. 

It will be apparent to every business man and 
every fair-minded customer that such a regulation 
is very necessary. We must make collections in 
order to pay our labor and meet our accounts, and 
we are willing to allow the difference between the 
net and gross amounts in order to get collections 
promptly made.

Top-Dressing May 
Result In Profit 

AUBURN, Ala.—Nitrogen--most 
important element in plant growth 
—may pay yet. 

“Despite economic conditions it 
may still he wise to top-dress cot- 
ton, corn, sorghum, and Sudan 
grass with a quick- acting nitro- 
gen fertilizer,” said J. C. Lowery, 
extension agronomist of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute. Ni- 
trate of lime and nitrate of soda 
are quick-acting nitrogen fertil- 
izers, 

Cotton which received the Au- 
burn minimum planting mixture of 
200 pounds superphosphate, 25 
pounds nitrate of soda or nitrate 
of lime, and 25 pounds muriate 
of potash should have a side-dress- 
ing of 75 pounds of the nitrate 
fertilizer at planting time, the rec- 
ommendation is to apply 20 pounds 
of either nitrate of soda or nitrate 
of lime for each hundred pounds 
of the commercia] mixture used if 
commercial mixture contained 8 
per cent or more of nitrogen. 

The recommendation for corn is 
to apply 100 pounds of one of the 
nitrate fertilizers per acre 85 to 
40 days after planting and for 
Sudan grass and sorghum 100 
pounds immediately after the 
plants come uy 

When prices of farm products 
were higher and other factors 
were more favorable than they are 
in 1988 larger applications of 
these fertilizers were profitable and 
might pay this year but conserva- 
tive action recommends the 
amounts named,

All his university career as stu- 
dent and teacher has been spent 
at Harvard, where he has been 
head of the chemistry department 
since 1931, He is the second scien- 
tist to be chosen as head of this 
gereat university, the late Charles 
W. Bliot having been also a pro- 
fessor of chemistry. His predeces. 
sor,, Dr, Lowell, was a lawyer. 
Previous to the appointment of Dr. 
Hliot in 1869 all presidents of Har- 
vard had been clergymen, 

Harvard now has more than 8,- 
000 students and about 1,200 
teachers, and is the outgrowth of 
a modest college founded in 1686 
by a grant of $2,000 by the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony, It was 
named for John Harvard, a non- 
conformist clergyman of that day, 
who at his death in 1688 bequeath- 
ed his library of 260 volumes and 


half of his estate to the institution. | 

The first brick building at Har- | 
}vard was used as a dormitory for 
/ 20 Indian students, of whom, how: 


ever, only one was graduated, The 
school has been almost entirely 
supported by private donations 
its beginning, but at one 
time, during the presideney of 
George Washington, it derived 
large revenues from a grand lot- 
tery, with capital prizes as high 
as $20,000, 

Of all Harvard's presidents, Dr. 
Eliot, who served for 40 years, 
from 1869 to 1909, wag perhaps 
the most able and scholarly, re- 
taining his faculties and influence 
until his death in 1926 at the age 
of 92.  Reginning his presideney 
at such an early age, Dr, Conant 
should have an equally long period 
of useful service hefore him.

FALSE SAFETY SCHEMES 

How misguided zeal for a worthy 
cause may defeat its purpose is 
illustrated by the recent display of 
| ‘safety’ posters on billboards 
ulong New Jersey highways. ‘The 
design of these posters is described 
us “striking and even gruesome,” 
}tending to divert the attention of 
drivers and cause the very acci- 
dents which they are inteded to 
prevent, 

A protest against their use has 
been made by the National Coun 
cil for the Protection of Roadside 
Beauty, which says: “The menace 
of the roadside billboard through 
distraction of attention, as well as 
through obstruction of vision, is 
no mere clubwomen’s notion, but 
may be a contributing cause to ac- 
cidents.” 

Commenting on the same mat- 
ter, the New York Sun says: 
“There are less objectionable ways 
of presenting a striking safety mes- 
sage to motorists, New Jersey’s 
sanction of distracting roadside 
signs will weaken the fight of the 
state’s civic organizations against 
the billboard blight.’ 

The need for safety education is 
urgent and should he promoted in 
every community through a sane 
and unemotional appeal to the 
common sense of those who oper- 
ate motor vehicles, It can not be 
promoted through a sensational 
and obstructive billboard at the 
very spot where the accident is al- 
ready due to happen.

Alabama Gets Four Forest 


Projects In Program; One Is 
To Be Located In Covington 


MONTGOMBRY, May 21,—-No 
tice of allocation to Alabama of 
four State reforestation projects 
us un part of President Roosevelt's 
reforestation program has been re 
ceived by Col, Page S. Bunker, 
State forester, from officials of the 
U.S. Forest Service in Washington, 

The work, comprising a total of 
approximately 210,000 acres, is to 
be carried out by men quartered 
in the four camps which will have 
un personnel of 212 men to the 
cump, All men are to be in work 
camps by June 80, 

These camps will be located as 
follows: 

Mobile County: Somewhere in 
the vicinity of Oak Grove, 

Covington County: Near Opp in 
the Geneva State Park. 

Cleburne and Calhoun; Some- 
where near the county line, prob- 
ably on the Cleburne side, 

Walker County: Some miles west 
of Jasper, the county seat. 

About 75,000 acres of State and 
county lands are included in the 
Mobile project; around 90,000 
acres of State lands in the Gene- 
va State Park project in Coving- 
ton; 25,000 acres in Cleburne and 
Calhoun and 20,000 acres in 
Walker. 

As it is rather late in the sea- 
son for the planting of trees, Col. 
Bunker said that the work will 
consist of road building, construc: 
tion of fire-breaks, construction of 
telephone lines, forest fire hazard 
reduction, and fire prevention and 
suppression, improvement,, cutting 
of trees, and protective and im- 
provement activities generally, 

In the areas concerned, he said, 
where State lands are to be im- 
proved, intervening private lands 
between State holdings will also 
be included, 

The four projects just author- 
ized ave the first to be officially 
allocated to Alabama of a number 
recommended by the State Forest- 
ey to U. S. Forest Service author- 
i at a recent conference in 
shington, between Federal au- 
thorities and forestry representa- 


tives from the respective states. 

There are some 20 others and it 
is hoped that additional authoriza- 
tions will be announced in the 
near future. 

Location of camps will be se- 
lected by U. S. Army officers. No 
time is to be lost in making these 
decisions, 

Col, Bunker was informed yes- 
terday that Capt. Ramsey from 
Fort Benning, Ga., has been de- 
tailed to make the selection for the 
Cleburne-Calhoun project Monday. 
After that he will go to Walker to 
pick a site for the camp there. He 
will be accompanied by State 
Forest Inspector James Stauffer. 

U. S. Army officers will look af- 
ter the construction equipment and 
operation of camps, three officers 
being stationed at each camp for 
that purpose. A few additional 
men will be employed as foremen 
and technicians, 

Though all the’ men to be used 
are to be at the work camps by 
June 80, that is to say, each camp 
must have its full complement by 
then, as soon aS camps are com- 
pleted shipment of men into them 
will begin and work will get under 
way. Construction of the camps 
will take from two to three weeks, 
it is understood, 

Col. Bunker will have charge 
and direction of the forestry work, 
for which he worked out and com- 
pleted plans weeks ago. He also 
has completed all plans and de- 
tails for the score or more of ad- 
ditional projects which he recom- 
mended together with those now 
authorized.

Violating U.S. Seed Loan Act 

MONTGOMERY, May 20.—A 
six months sentence for violation 
of the national seed loan act was 
faced today by Clem Faulk, son of 
State Senator T. S. Faulk, of

Clem Faulk, in ad- 
dition to being sentenced to six 
months in Houston County Jail, 
was fined $500 with his brother. 
The fines and sentence were sus- 
pended until June 27.
